NEW  CIUS  PUBLICATION 

In  September,  CIUS  published  Pereiaslav 
1654:  A Historiographical  Study  by  John 

Basarab.  In  a careful  and  well  documented 
study.  Dr.  Basarab  examines  the  interpreta- 
tions of  the  Pereiaslav  Treaty  between  Bohdan 
Khmelnytsky  and  Tsar  Aleksei  Mikhailovich. 

The  volume  encompasses  a historical  survey, 
the  Cossack  Chronicles,  the  work  of  leading 
historians  from  the  seventeenth  to  the  pre- 
sent century  and  Soviet  historiography „ Of 
particular  interest  is  the  author's  analysis 
of  the  celebration  of  the  three  hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  treaty  in  the  Soviet  Union, 
and  its  implications  for  Ukraine's  position 
within  the  USSR  today.  The  book  also  includes 
an  introductory  essay  by  Dr.  Ivan  L.  Rud- 
nytsky  of  the  University  of  Alberta,  which 
looks  at  the  myths  and  realities  behind 
the  Pereiaslav  Treaty.  Pereiaslav  1654  re- 
tails for  $19.95  and  is  available  from:

NEPORANY  POSTDOCTORAL  FELLOWSHIP  AWARDED 

Dr.  John-Paul  Himka  has  been  awarded  the 
first  Neporany  Postdoctoral  Fellowship  by 
the  Canadian  Foundation  for  Ukrainian  Studies. 
The  award  is  made  on  the  recommendation  of  CIUS 
and  is  in  the  amount  of  $15,000  (plus  $2,500 
to  defray  research  costs),  tenable  during  the 
academic  year  1982-3  at  the  University  of  Al- 
berta. The  fellowship  is  furnished  out 
of  the  Educational  Fund  established  by  Osyp 
and  Josaphat  Neporany  of  Toronto  and  willed 
to  the  Foundation  in  1976  "to  be  used  for 
scholarships,  bursaries,  postdoctoral  studies 
and  research  grants  in  the  areas  of  political 
science,  economics  and  related  fields." 
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Dr.  Himka,  born  in  Detroit,  Michigan, 
holds  landed  immigrant  status  in  Canada.  Be- 
tween September  1977  and  December  1981  he 
held  the  position  of  research  associate  at 
CIUS.  He  studied  for  his  doctorate  under 
Dr.  Roman  Szporluk  at  the  University  of  Mich- 
igan. At  CIUS,  Dr.  Himka  will  complete  his 
monograph  on  "The  Awakening  Village:  The 

Ukrainian  National  Movement  Among  the  Peasant- 
ry of  Eastern  Galicia,  1848-1900"  (tentative 
title)  and  assist  in  the  preparation  of  "The 
Selected  Works  of  Mykhailo  Drahomanov:  Auto- 

biographical Writings,"  which  Dr.  Ivan  L. 
Rudnytsky,  University  of  Alberta,  and  he  have 
undertaken.  Both  works  will  be  published  by 
CIUS.

Lucky j gave  a pro- 
gress report  on  the  Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine" 
project  and  Dr.  M.R.  Lupul  furnished  the  an- 
nual update  on  CIUS  activities. 
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EDITORIAL  MEETING  ON  "THE  ENCYCLOPEDIA  OF  UKRAINE" 

The  entries,  maps,  charts  and  illustra- 
tions for  the  first  volume  of  the  English- 
language,  alphabetical  "Encyclopedia  of  Uk- . 
raine"  (A-F)  were  the  subject  of  a meeting  in 
Toronto,  12-16  July,  attended  by  the  follow- 
ing: Professors  M.  Lupul  (chairman),  Kubi- 

jovyc  (editor),  V.  Markus  (associate  editor), 

A.  Zhukovsky  (assistant  editor),  G.S.N.  Luckyj 
(English-language  editor)  and  D.  Struk,  who 
assisted  greatly  in  the  encyclopedia's  pre- 
paration during  his  sabbatical  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto  in  1980-1.  Also  present 
were  Messrs.  Roman  Senkus  and  Taras  Zakydalsky 
and  (for  part  of  the  sessions)  George  Hordyn- 
sky  (who  is  responsible  for  the  illustrations) , 
Myroslav  Yurkevich  and  Ms0Halyna  Hryn.  The 
encyclopedia  is  based  on  the  multi-volume 
Ukrainian-language  encyclopedia  prepared  by 
the  Shevchenko  Scientific  Society  in  Europe. 
Preparation  of  the  English-language  version 
is  being  funded  by  CIUS.  The  first  volume, 
about  1500  pages  in  length,  will  be  published 
in  the  spring  of  1984  out  of  funds  provided 
by  the  Canadian  Foundation  for  Ukrainian 
Studies. 


UKRAINIAN  STUDIES  AT  YORK  UNIVERSITY 

Dr.  Orest  Subtelny,  a leading  special- 
ist in  Ukrainian  and  East  European  history 
has  been  appointed  associate  professor  in 
the  Department  of  History,  York  University. 

The  appointment  is  being  funded  jointly  by 
the  Faculty  of  Arts,  York  University,  CIUS 
and  the  Ontario  Council  of  the  Ukrainian 
Canadian  Committee.  It  will  enable  the 
university  to  provide  courses  in  Ukrain- 
ian history  on  the  tenth  anniversary  of  Uk- 
rainian studies  here  and  on  the  ninetieth 
anniversary  settlement  of  Canada. 

Dr.  Subtelny  has  contributed  numerous 
scholarly  articles  on  the  Cossack  era,  on  the 
relations  between  Ukraine  and  the  Islamic 
world,  in  Eastern  Europe  and  modern  Ukrain- 
ian history.  He  has  published  Ukrainian 
Separatism  in  the  Eighteenth  Century3  (Col- 
umbia University  Press)  and  his  monograph 
Eastern  Europe  in  Revolt:  A Comparative 

Study  of  Aristocratic  Revolts  will  be  pub- 
lished shortly.  Formerly  managing  editor 
of  Harvard  Ukrainian  Studies , he  is  an  as- 
sociate editor  of  the  history  section  of 
the  Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine , which  is  be- 
ing prepared  at  CIUS'  Toronto  office. 

At  York,  Dr„  Subtelny  will  be  teaching 
"Modern  Ukrainian  History,"  "The  National- 
ities of  the  Soviet  Union"  and  (jointly  with 
Dr.  Roman  Bahrij  Pikulyk)  an  interdisciplinary 
course  on  Ukraine  and  Ukrainians  in  Canada 
entitles  "Ukrainian  Literature,  Culture  and 
Society. "

SUMMER  SCHOOL  FOR  TEACHERS  OF  UKRAINIAN 

The  first  interprovincial  Summer  School 
for  Teachers  of  Ukrainian  was  held  at  the 
University  of  Saskatchewan,  Saskatoon,  on 
5-21  July.  The  accredited  course  offered 
was  Educ  402  "Teaching  Ukrainian:  Cultural 

Context  and  Activities."  It  was  attended  by 
fifteen  students  from  the  three  Prairie  prov- 
inces. 

The  course  was  designed  to  assist  te- 
achers and  those  preparing  to  be  teachers 
to  understand  better  various  topics  in  the 
subjects  usually  taught  in  Ukrainian  (e.g., 
families,  neighbourhoods  in  the  social 
studies;  story  telling,  poetry  in  language 
arts;  children's  songs,  folk  instruments 
in  music).  The  format  included  lectures, 
examination  and  development  of  teaching  units, 
demonstration  lessons  and  analysis  (by  in- 
structors) and  mock  teaching  (by  students)., 

The  course  tried  to  meet  the  needs  of  te- 
achers in  bilingual  and  core  classrooms. 

The  course  was  organized  by  Professor 
Roma  Franko,  head  of  the  Department  of  Slavic 
Studies,  and  Professor  Sonia  Cipywnyk,  De- 


partment  of  Educational  Psychology,  Univer- 
sity of  Saskatchewan.  It  was  co-ordinated  by 
a committee  chaired  by  Mr.  George  Zerebecky, 
Multicultural  Consultant,  Department  of  Edu- 
cation, Saskatchewan.  He  was  assisted  by 
Mrs.  Stephania  Yurkiwsky,  Ukrainian  Language 
Consultant,  Department  of  Education,  Mani- 
toba, in  the  development  of  teaching  units, 
and  Mrs,  Maria  Pastuszenko,  bilingual  teacher,' 
St.  Matthew  Catholic  School,  Edmonton,  in  the 
development  of  lesson  plans. 

Funding  for  the  course  was  provided  by 
the  University  of  Saskatchewan,  the  three 
prairie  departments  of  education  and  CIUS. 

In  1983  another  course  will  be  offered  at 
the  University  of  Manitoba,  Winnipeg „

GORDON  R.B.  PANCHUK 

Spring  term  seminars  at  CIUS'  Toronto 
office  began  on  28  January  with  a presen- 
tation by  Mr.  Panchuk  of  Montreal,  who  spoke 
on  "The  Activity  of  the  Ukrainian  Relief 
Bureau  after  World  War  Two." 

The  speaker  gave  a personal  account 
of  the  persons  involved  in  saving  post- 
war Ukrainian  political  refugees  from  re- 
patriation to  the  USSR  or  from  an  uncertain 
fate  as  "Displaced  Persons."  Mr0  Panchuk, 
who  played  an  important  role  in  these  acti- 
vities, described  the  efforts  of  CURB  and 
the  individual  contributions  of  Dr.  V.  Kysi- 
lewsky,  Mr.  S.W.  Frolick,  Major  Syrotiuk, 

Mr.  Z.  Buranyk,  Mr.  P.  Urbanovych,  Ms.  A0 
Crapleave,  Dr.  M.  Lucyk,  Dr.  P.  Smylski  and 
many  others.  He  stressed  that  many  Ukrain- 
ians in  the  West  were  unaware  of  the  initial 
repatriation  activities,  until  Tracy  Phillips 
(who  had  been  sent  to  Canada  by  the  British 
government,  with  Canadian  approval,  to  deal 
with  the  Ukrainian  Canadian  problem) , brought 
the  matter  to  their  attention.,  Non-Ukrain- 
ian interventions,  and  particularly  those  of 
Phillips,  and  Professors  Simpson,  Royce  and 
Dacie,  were  of  considerable  benefit  to  DPs. 

Mr.  Panchuk' s personal  archives  have 
recently  been  deposited  with  the  Multicul- 
tural History  Society  of  Ontario. 


Some  evidence  of  the  importance  which 
the  communities  attach  to  each  lecture  series 
is  seen  in  the  fact  that  in  1981-2  the  com- 
munities for  the  first  time  shared  the  cost 
of  each  series  on  an  equal  basis  with  CIUS. 
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WSEVOLOD  W.  ISAJIW 

On  23  February,  Dr.  Isajiw,  professor 
of  sociology  at  the  University  of  Toronto, 
presented  a paper  on  "New  Facts  about  Iden- 
tity Retention  among  Ukrainians  in  Canada." 

He  explained  that  ethnic-identity  retention 
and  assimilation  are  different,  but  not 
necessarily  contradictory  processes.  Simi- 
larly, persons  of  diverse  ethnic  origins  of- 
ten assimilate  into  a dominant  ethnic  cul- 
ture and  society  in  some  respects,  whilst  re- 
taining their  ethnic  identity  in  others. 

In  co-operation  with  other  sociolo- 
gists, Dr.  Isajiw  recently  completed  a 
major  survey  of  Toronto  ethnic  groups  to 
ascertain  the  degree  to  which  and  the  forms 
in  which  ethnic  identity  is  retained  from 
the  first  to  the  third  generation.  He 
distinguished  two  aspects  of  ethnic  identity: 
external  and  internal.  The  first  applies 
to  matters  such  as  customs,  personal  rela- 
tionship networks,  organizational,  insti- 
tutional and  community  participation  and 
the  use  of  ethnic  language.  The  second  en- 
compasses values,  self-images,  feelings 
of  obligation  and  attachment  to  the  group, 
and  various  expectations  of  support.  By 
the  third  generation,  the  group  may  only  re- 
tain a few  aspects  of  its  original  identity, 
but  may  retain  these  to  an  unusually  high 
degree. 

Dr.  Isajiw* s survey  on  the  external 
aspect  of  Ukrainian  identity  revealed  that 
81  per  cent  of  third  generation  Ukrainian 
Canadians  eat  Ukrainian  food  more  often 
than  on  special  occasions.  Further,  the 
third  generations  of  all  ethnic  groups  studied 
retains  the  custom  of  eating  ethnic  food  more 
than  any  other  aspect  of  their  identity,, 

About  36  per  cent  of  the  Ukrainian  third  gen- 
eration still  practice  some  Ukrainian  customs, 
and  the  same  percentage  is  able  to  speak  some 
Ukrainian  to  its  offspring.  Only  about  3 per 
cent,  however,  normally  use  Ukrainian  in  con- 
versation, 8 per  cent  still  read  Ukrainian, 
and  a mere  1.5  per  cent  read  Ukrainian  news- 
papers and  periodicals. 

On  the  internal  aspects  of  identity, 
the  speaker  noted  that  55  per  cent  of  third- 
generation  Ukrainians  feel  that  they  should 
help  other  Ukrainians  find  a job,  45  per 
cent  feel  that  they  should  support  Ukrain- 
ian causes  and  36  per  cent  think  that  their 
children  should  learn  the  Ukrainian  language. 
None  of  the  various  forms  of  internal  iden- 
tity are  retained  by  all  generations  or  by 
all  the  members  of  a generation. 


Dr.  Isajiw  emphasized  the  need  for  fur- 
ther research  on  ethnic  identity,  especially 
in  relation  to  education,  social  class,  ethnic 
specialization,  social  mobility  and  the 
changes  occurring  in  society  as  a whole. 


MARTIN  DIMNIK 

The  third  seminar,  held  on  22  March,  was 
presented  by  Father  Dimnik,  D.  Phil.,  fellow 
of  the  Pontifical  Institute  of  Mediaeval  Stu- 
dies in  Toronto,  who  discussed  "The  Princes 
of  Chernihiv  and  Their  Rivals  in  the  First 
Half  of  the  Thirteenth  Century." 

In  1224,  Mykhail  Vsevolodovych,  then  the 
senior  prince  in  the  Olhovychi  family,  became 
prince  of  Chernihiv.  During  his  reign  he 
weakened  the  influence  of  the  Vsevolodovichi, 
the  princes  of  Rostov-Suzdal,  over  Novgorod; 
he  captured  Halych  from  Danylo  Romanovych, 
prince  of  Galicia-Volhynia;  and  in  1235  he 
effectively  ended  the  supremacy  of  the  Ros- 
tyslavichi,  the  princes  of  Smolensk,  over 
southern  Rus'.  An  alliance  formed  against 
Mykhail  by  Danylo  and  the  Vsevolodovichi 
proved  unsuccessful,  and  in  1236,  he  be- 
came the  grand  prince  of  Kiev.  But  in  1237 
he  was  driven  from  Kiev  by  the  Tatars.  None- 
theless, Mykhail  continued  to  oppose  the 
Tatars  and  was  the  last  prince  to  capitulate 
to  their  demands.  Only  in  1246  did  he  ac- 
knowledge the  overlordship  of  Khan  Baty. 
Whereas  the  princes  who  had  preceded  him  were 
given  patents  by  the  khan  to  rule  their  prin- 
cipalities, Mykhail  was  executed  for  his 
faith.  He  was  later  canonized  by  the  Ortho- 
dox church. 

The  speaker  questioned  the  view,  gener- 
ally accepted  by  historians,  that  by  the 
first  half  of  the  thirteenth  century  the  Ol- 
hovychi had  become  ineffectual  as  a political 
force  and  that  the  most  powerful  princes  were 
the  Romanovychi  in  Galicia-Volhynia. and  the 
Vsevolodovichi  in  Rostov-Suzdal.  By  1235, 
when  Mykhail  defeated  the  Rostyslavichi  and 
the  Romanovychi  and  established  control  over 
southern  and  southwest  Rus',  the  Olhovychi 
were  in  fact  the  strongest  family. 


MYROSLAWA  MUDRAK-CISZKEWYCZ 

The  final  seminar  of  the  spring  term 
was  presented  by  Dr.  Mudrak-Ciszkewycz , an 
art  historian  from  Brooklyn,  Ohio,  who  spoke 
on  the  topic  "The  Ukrainian  Artistic  Avant- 
Garde  of  the  1920s." 


The  speaker  discussed  the  twentieth- 
century  artists  0.  Archipenko,  0.  Bohomazov, 

A.  Exter,  V.  Meller,  A Petrytsky,  V.  Tatlin, 
the  Burliak  brothers,  V.  Iermilov  and  0. 
Dovzhenko,  whose  art  emphasized  the  organic 
and  physical  properties  of  the  world  in  a 
plastic,  representational  and  often  figur- 
ative form. 

Another  approach  to  the  avant-garde  was 
that  of  the  Constructivists,  who  focused  on 
reality  and  the  world  of  objects.  The  prin- 
ciples of  artists  who  based  their  work  on 
Constructivism,  such  as  Gabo  and  Pevsner, 
were  practiced  with  enthusiasm  in  Ukraine, 
where  Ukrainian  artists  developed  a cruder, 
but  more  direct  and  sincere  perception  of  the 
artist's  environment. 

Dr.  Mudrak-Ciszkewycz  noted  that  the 
regional  and  territorial  contributions,  and 
the  alternative  traditions  of  Ukrainian  artists 
provide  insights  into  Constructivism,  and  the 
complex  forces  that  make  up  this  form  of  art. 
During  the  discussion  slides  of  the  works  of 
the  various  artists  were  presented „
